1. 2861347 Rifleman PlRTHl SINGH 
RAJ RIF 

(Effective date of the award-. \lth January, 1975) 

On the 17th January, 1975, Rifleman Pirthi Singh of 2 Raj 
Rifles was the leading scout of a party deputed to deliver 
a trucker dog to a rifle company which was pursuing a gang 
of hostiles. The party had to pass through five miles of thick 
bamboo jungle where the hostiles hideouts were suspected to 
be located. When the party reached approximately halfway, 
they were fired at by a group of hostiles armed with auto- 
matic weapons. In the ensuing encounter Rifleman Pirthi 
Singh sustained a bullet injury in the face, but undaunted, he 
immediately charged on the hostile position, ' Ho was woun- 
ded a second time in the hand but without caring for the 
injury, he continued his single handed assault, He killed 
two hostile persons on the spot and made others to flee, thus 
saving his group which otherwise would have been trapped 
in hostile fire. Rifleman Pirthi Singh, giving preference to 
duty, refused to be evacuated and went with the party to 
deliver the dog. 

In this action, Rifleman Pirthi Singh, displayed exemplary 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of a high order.

2 SQUADRON LEADER RAJINDER PAL SINGH 
DHtLLON (7741) FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of the award : 24-th January, 1975) 

Squadron Leader Rajinder Pal Singh Dhillon was commis- 
sioned in the Flying (Pilot) Branch of the Indian Air Force 
in November, 1962, He has been serving as the Flight Com- 
mander of a Helicopter Unit since March, 1U74. 

On the 24th January, 1975, he wa® detailed to carry out 
the earthquake relief operations in Himachal Pradesh. The 
weather was extremely inclement and the hostile terrain made 
the flying effort extremely hazardous. With a deep sense - of 
devotion, relentless zeal and determination, he executed his 
task with true professionalism. Throughout that day, he 
braved and battled against the weather and the terrain and 
delivered his vital supplies of relief material and evacuated 
those in need of urgent medical attention. During subsequent 
missions, he executed daring landings at untried helipads and 
precision drops gt miniature Dropping Zones, During these 
operations he flew a total of 32 sorties and airlifted air- 
dropped large quantities of material which resulted in timely 
relief to the affected people. 

Throughout, Squadron Leader Rajinder Pal Singh Dhillon 
displayed courage, professional skill and devotion to duty 
of a high order. 

No. 35-Pres./76. — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “SENA MEDAL’V'ARMY MEDAL" to the 
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undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to 
duty and courage ; — 

1. Captain HARVlNDEIi SINGH HANSPAL (SS-24393) 
KUMAON REGIMENT. 

On 8 th October, 1974, Captain Harvinder Singh Hanspal, 
Officer Commanding of a Company, was ordered to lead a 
platoon patrol to Mogtikan. He was assigned the task of 
dominating the eastern bank of the Dikhu river and to inter- 
cept a hostile gang, which was to cross the river on its 
route through Phom. 

On 12th October, 1974, when Captain Hunspal with his 
patrol, was returning to Longieng after completing his task, 
he heard some firing. WithouL wasting any time, he ordered 
his men to leave their packs and heavy equipment on the 
spot to the care of a few men and pushed his platoon to. the 
scene of firing. On the way, he met a Village Guard Com- 
mander who informed him that his patrol had encounte- 
red a gang of about 80 hostiles. (Captain Hanspal promptly 
assessed the situation, deployed his men and started searching 
the area. He discovered valuable documents and some items 
of equipment, clothing and ration. On the basis of some 
blood marks, he picked up the trial and, for th e next three 
days, relentlessly pursued the fleeing hostiles with his men 
through extremely difficult terrain. 

Again on 21st October, 1974, Captain Hanspal, while 
atrolling another area with 15 men, picked up the trail of a 
ostile gang. He and Naik Kcshav Datt after successfully 
negotiated a steep slope of a cliff detected the hostile gang 
resting in the thick jungle, As the gang had. also spotted him, 
Captain Hanspal had no time to wait for his patro). Unmind- 
ful of his personal safety, he charged at them, with Naik 
Kcshav Datt giving him admirable support. Th e members 
of the gang were taken completely offgualrd and pin helter- 
shelter leaving behind an automatic rifle, ammunition, a large 
number of personal packs and equipment, besides valuable 
documents, 

In these encounters, Captain Harvinder Singh Hanspal dis- 
played great courage, leadership, determination and devotion 
to duty. 

2. JC 67655 Naib Subcdar FAQTR CHAND KATOCH 
CORPS OF SIGNALS 

On 19th January, 1975, an earthquake of severe magni- 
tude rocked Sumdo and the adjoining areas. The side-walls 
of Nissan huts started collapsing. Other buildings developed 
cracks and big boulders from all directions started falling 
towards the valley where file camp was located. Minutes 
after the severe tremors, the Officer Commanding, Scouts 
Wing, tried to contact tropps on pidquets to enquire about 
their condition, but all the telephone lines had gone dead and 
the contact over the lines was not possible, 

Naib Subedar Faqir Chand Katoch, realizing the importance 
of line communication, voluntarily organised a patrol to esta- 
blish contact with the troops on picquets. The tremors were 
slill very frequent, and heavy boulders were rolling down 
but unmindful of his personal safety, he proceeded with his 
work and succeeded in establishing communications through- 
out the Sub Sector bv the evening of 20th January, 1975, 

Ini this action, Naib Subedar Faqir Chand Katoch dis- 
played great courage, professional skill and devotion to duty 
of a high order. 

3. 3961012 Naik RAM SINGH DOGRA REGIMENT 

On 19th January, 1975 a violent earthquake took place in 
Himachal Pradesh, and village Kaurik, which had a popula- 
tion of about 50, was completely destroyed. Realising the 
severity of the situation the Company Commander decided 
to send a palrol to render medical aid to the civilian popula- 
tion; Naik Ram Singh volunteered to lead the patrol. With 
tremendous courage and confident he led the patrol over the 
hazardous route that had been completely damaged at many 
places. The patrol reached the village where due to continu- 
ing tremors, boulders were still rolling down. 

He immediately set down to organise relief work; erected 
shelters for the survivors of the village and arranged evacua- 
tion of the injured. Next day, he succeeded in securing 
some food and tents for the local population. 

Tn this mission, Naik Ram Singh displayed courage, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty of a high order. 
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4. 2850771 Lance Naik PABUDAN SINGH 2 RAJ RIF 

On ihe 17th January, 1975, Lance Nafit Pabudan Singh 
was leading a section which was deployed to surround a 
hostile gang. His section was given the task of covering 
a track which passed through thick jungle and had a steep 
call of about thirty feet on its left. Visibility in the area 
was limited to only five yards. In the afternoon a sentry of 
his section informed him about some suspected movement. 
He went to the sentry’s position and, cautioning the sentry 
to remain on the alert, he him self went forward alone to 
search the area ahead. He had hardly gone about fifty yards 
when he suddenly encountered three hosljles, two of whom 
were armed with automatic weapons. The distance between 
him and the hostiles was SO Close that neither of them 
could open fire. The hostiles, in order to escape, immedia- 
tely jumped down about 30 feet into a Khud to their right. 
Due lo thick Jungle, effective fife could not be brought down 
on the escaping hostiles. Lance Naik Pabudan Singh, in 
an effort to catch the hostiles, also jumped after them. To 
distract his attention, the hostiles threw away their weapons, 
i a nee Naik Pabudan Singh chased the hostiles and ultimately 
apprehended them, He brought all three of them to his 
section post and subsequently recovered one 7.62 mm IA 
SLR Rifle and one .303 Rifle which were abandoned by the 
fleeing hostiles. Out of the captured hostiles, one turned 
out to be a self-styled officer who, on interrogation, gave 
valuable information about the remainder of the gang which 
enabled their successful apprehension. 

In this action, Lance Naik Pabudan Singh displayed exemp- 
lary courage, presence of mind and devotion to duty of a 
nigh order. 

5. 9211936 Lance Naik VUOYO POLAI MAHAR 
REGIMENT 

On the 17th January, 1975, a gang of hostiles was sighted 
near Longchang village. During the violent encounter that 
ensued, it was noticed that some of the hostiles were trying 
to slip away through a small nullah covered with thick 
undergrowth. Immediately a patrol led by a JCO, was 
rushed from a flank, to block the movement of the hostiles. 
T ance Naik Vijoyo Polai was the leading scout of this pat- 
rol, After a hot chase, the patrol managed to capture the 
hostiles. While the patrol was busy rounding up the hos- 
tiles, Lance Naik Polai, who was detailed to keep watch over 
Ihe area, noticed another armed group of hostiles running 
away into the nullah. He charged at them and single-handed 
chased the hostiles through the nullah. His determined and 
daring act of keeping up the chase of the hostiles, had the 
desired effect. The hostiles dropped their weapons and. sur- 
rendered. He kept guard over the surrended hostiles alone, 
till the rest of the patrol joined up. 

Tn this action Lance Naik Vijoyo Polai displayed exemplary 
courage, gallantry, determination and initiative of a very high 
order. 

6. 13604263 Lance Naik ANANDRAO CHAVAN PARA, 

Lance Naik Anandrao Chavan was in command of a de- 
tached section post on the Indo-Tibet border. This post is 
located in the area of sheer rocky slopes along the Sutlej 
river. A violent earth quake occurred in this border region 
on 19th January, 1975. This caused a heavy rock fall along 
the slopes where the post was located. Big boulders were 
rolling down the slopes endangering the life of people in the 
area. Lance Naik Anandrao Ghavan showed great 
presence of mind and, without caring for the flying debris 
and stones, mustered his men and led them to a safe ledge 
protected by a cutting on the spur. He noticed some local 
villagers working in that area and realising the danger to 
them, he called them over to the place of shelter. His action 
was just in time as immediately after, huge boulders fell on 
ihe post and the track. The post was almost completely 
demolished. The presence of mind exhibited by him was 
instrumental in saving precious lives. 

Tnspite of recurrent tremors all through the remaining 
afternoon, subsequent night and next morning, he encouraged 
his men and continued at the post til! his Company Comman- 
der relieved him of his duty. 

Throughout this period, Lance Naik Anandrao Chavan 
displayed courage, determination and exceptional devotion to 
duty. 
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7. 4148073 Sepoy KUNWAR SINGH KUMAON 
REGIMENT 

On the 16th January, 1975, a company of the Kumaon 
Regiment established slop to prevent the escape of a hostile 
gang. Sepoy Run war Singh was the leading scout of a Sec- 
tion which on the following day was ordered to carry' out 
.a search of Tsimuk Nnla. He located the gang and without 
losing any time, opened fire. The gang immediately fired 
back hitting Sepoy Kunwar Singh on the chest. He display- 
ed exemplary courage and utter disregard to his personal 
safety by maintaining sustained fire till the remainder of the 
Platoon closed in on the gang. Though profusely bleeding, 
he wounded one of the hostiles and captured another. 

In this action, Sjpoy Kunwar Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of ft high order. 

— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “Vayu Sena Modal’V“Air Force Medal” to the 
undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to 
-duty and courage : — 

1. SQUADRON LEADER, BHARAT BHUSHAN KOSHAL 

(70231 FLYING (PILOT) 

Squadron Leader Bharat Bhushan Koshal was commissioned 
in the Flying (Pilot) Branch of the Indian Air Force in 
January, 1963. He has been commanding a Helicopter 
Unit since February, 1974. 

On the 20th January, 1975, when a earth-quake caused vast 
damage in Himachal Pradesh, Squadron Leader Koshal was 
called upon to undertake rescue and relief work. He imme- 
diately positioned a detachment of his Helicopters at Pooh. 
From there he flew to Leo which was one of the worst affected 
places and was in urgent need of help. Even though there 
was no place to land, he very skilfully manoeuvred his heli- 
copter and landed safely. Very soon he got a place prepared 
for other helicopters to land. Despite extremely bad weather, 
his detachment airlifted dootora and large quantities of medici- 
nes and relief supplies, and evacuated casualties. He him- 
self flow 52 sorties. His efforts resulted in the timely relief 
to the affected people. 

Squadron Leader Bharat Bhushan Koshal thus displayed 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty of a high order. 

2. [FLIGHT LIEUTENANT ANIL GOVINDRAO BENDRE 

(10570) FLYING (PILOT) 

F'ight Lieutenant Anil Govindrao Bendre was commissioned 
in the Flying (Pilot) Branch of the Indian Air Force in Octo- 
ber, 1966. He has flown 2620 hours on Helicopters of which 
1 950 hours have been flown by him in operational areai>. 
His flying record has been an accident free one, 

On the 12th July, 1974, In his capacity as a check pilot, 
he wa» screening a unit pilot, while undertaking an opera- 
tional commitment in Eastern Sector. He took off from an 
advance helipad at 0910 hours, with the Commander Security 
Forces and three other passengers on board. After a few 
minutes’ flight ho had to change the route on account of 
bad weather. Within minutes of flying on the new course, 
the helicopter was rocked by a sharp, cracking sound just 
eight inches behind bis head. Realising that they were 
under machine gun fire, he initiated a quick hard turn to 
get away and was then informed by the co-pilot that the 
Commander Security Forces was hit, apparently by th* 
sniper’s bullet, and was bleeding profusely. Undettered by 
the chain of sudden developments and keeping a cool decisive 
head. Flight Lieutenant Bendre, after ascertaining the service- 
ability of the helicopter, headed towards the only location 
where hospital facilities were available. He landed the 
helicopter safely, enabling the wounded Commander to be 
speedily attended to. 

In this action. Flight Lieutenant Anil Govindrao Bendre 
d’so'aycd courage, professional skill and devotion to duty of 
a high order. 

3. FT.TGHT LIEUTENANT HARPAL SINGH AHLUWALIA 

(9821) FLYING (PILOT) 

Flight Lieutenant Harpal Singh Ahluwalia was commission- 
ed in the Flving (Pilot) Branch of the Indian Air Force in 
October, 1965, He has flown a total of 2250 hours End 
has an unblemished flying record. 

On the 22nd October 1974. he was detailed to undertake 
special hcliborne operations in the Eastern Sector, He 
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carried out sorties to far-flung helipads in two days of inten- 
sive flying, despite adverse weather. Subsequently, when the 
unit was again called upon to carry out heliborne operations 
during December, 1974 and January, 1975 he flew a total of 
260 sorties which rcsui'.eu in successful completion of the 
operations. 

During these operations, Flight Lieutenant Harpal Singh 
Ahluwalia displayed courage, professional skill and devotion 
to doty of a high order. 

4. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT BAGIA, LAXMI KANTH 

REDDY (11305) FLYING (PILOT) 

Flight Lieutenant Bagia Laxnji Kanth Reddy was commi- 
ssioned in the Flying (Pilot) Branch of the Indian Air Force 
in December, 1967. He has flown a total of 2251 accident 
free hours on helicopters over a myriad of terrain. 

On 22nd October, 1974, he was detailed to undertake 
spocial heliborne operations, in the Eastern Sector, He under 
took this challenging task and within a period of seven days 
completed the same by flying to far-flung helipads. Regard- 
less of his personal safety, he flew 122 hazardous sorties with 
undeterred zeal. 

Throughout, Flight Lieutenant Bagia Laxmi Kanth Reddy 
displayed courage, professional skill and devotion to duty of 
a high order. 

5. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT SUBHASH CHANDRA KHAR- 

BANDA (10113) FLYING (PILOT) 

Flight Lieutenant Subhash Chander Kharbanda was commi- 
ssioned in the Flying (Pilot) Branch of the Indian Air Force 
in March, 1966.

Due to urgency of the situation and limit- 
ed time, th e helicopter had to be flown in the over load variant. 
The task required courage and flying skill of a verv high order 
due to turbulent weather conditions in the inhosoitable terrain 
of Eastern Sector. Disregarding his personal safety, he carried 
out 22 successful missions often flying from dawn to dusk. 

Throughout, Flight Lieutenant Bharat Raj Lohtia displayed 
courage, professional skill and devotion to duty of a high 
order.
